Tuttle made statements in which he Is re-| 
puted to have said that Mr. White, chief 
of the departmenf, Was only a figurehead, | 
whereas he himself exercised the real pow-| 
er and that he expected indirectly to for ce | 
Mr. White’s resignation soon. The investi- | 
gation will begin at once. 

The aideged statement was made a week ' 
ago and Tuttle has never denied it. Mr. 
White has not resigned, but since the 
stutement has remained undisturbed _in 
charge of his department, while Tutte has 
appeared in his office in the Administration | 
buliding only a few minutes datiy, | 

The treuble between White and ‘Tuttle be- | 
gan with Tuttle's appearance two months | 
ago. White has been a passive participant

Tuttle’s relation to the department of 
admissions were from the first a mystery | 
and it is hoped that the present investiga- |
